Summary Part of Paper No./Mail Date 20071 207 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

1. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

2. Claims 27-37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

Regarding claims 27 and 37: the limitation "A machine readable medium for" 
and "A machine readable medium for" are not patentable since the limitation does not fall 
under one of the statutory categories such that process, manufacture or composition of 
matter. 

The preamble of the claims 27 and 37 must start out as "A computer readable 
medium encoded (or storing or having a stored) with a computer program (or computer 
executable instructions or software)". 



Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 1-26 

and 38-40 are allowable over the prior art of record because none of the prior art of 
record teaches the combined claimed elements as set forth in the claims 1-26 and 38-40. 
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None of the prior art of record teaches or fairly suggests that for setting total 
reverse link gain between a repeater and a base station comprises determining operating 
point for repeater, determining if an increase in a reverse link gain is substantially equal 
to an increase in a noise figure of the base station, based on a transmit power of the 
transceiver device, and adjusting the reverse link gain by an amount based on the 
operating point and based on a difference in reverse link gain values, if the increase in the 
reverse link gain is substantially equal to the increase in the noise figure of the base 
station, to set the total reverse link gain, and together with combination of other claimed 
elements as set forth in the independent claims 1, 16, 38, and 40. Therefore, the claims 1- 
26 and 38-40 are allowable over the prior art of records.
